a large extent uol: only the general 
health of the birds, but also the econ- 
omy which promotes success. It Is a 
subject, 
however, which should 
be 


studied with a large amount of com- 
mon souse, for there are no hard nnd 
fast rules which can be laid down as 
applying to every case. Tho price of 
feeds nnd tho general environment 
should be considered la determining 
the right rations. 


Profit in Winter Eggs. 


For tho largest profR n good propor- 


tion of the eggs should be secured dur- 
ing the winter. If two extra eggs per 
week can be obtained from encli lien 
ii good proflt will be made, while if 


I ho product is increased by only one 
ogg per week in winter, this one egg 
will pny for all the feed Uie hen ents. 
L'o obtain this greater production no,t 
only should tho fowls bo young and 
of a good laying breed, but the feeder 
hould have a full knowledge of the 
proper food and Ha preparation. 


The nutriment In the feed of laying 


ions serves a twofold purpose—to rc- 
inlr waste and furnish heat to the 
body nnd to supply the t?gg-making ma- 
terials. As only tho surnlus over w^fit 
s needed for the body is available for 
••gg production, the proper feeds should 
10 fed In sufficient quantities to Induce 
ills production. 


fn supplying feed to fowls there are 


three kinds of 
constituents 
which 


should be present: In certain fairly 
well fixed proportions If the desired re- 
sults are to be obtained most econom- 
ically. 
These constituents nre min- 


eral, nitrogenous and carbonaceous, nil

Much Depends on Method of Changing 


From Summer Quarters—Special 


Attention Should Be Given to 


Making Hens Comfortable. 


Pullets that were hatched early last 


spring and developed properly during 
the summer should begin laying in Oc- 
tober. 
These ure the pullets that 


should be selected now to make up 
the flock that Is to produce eggs next 
winter. 
Whether they continue to lay 


next season when eggs are High in 
price depends upon the way they aro 
fed and the method of changing them 
from summer conditions lo (.heir win- 
ter quarters. 
At this season these 


ure the questions that should receive 
the attention of every poultry miser 


It Is desirable thnt pullets be in Hit. 


houses they ure to occupy during the 
winter throe or four weeks before they 
nre expected to begin laying. How- 
ever, if pullets nre on good range they 
should not oe deprived of .this, nnd 
mny be removed to their winter quar 
ters when good range becomes scarce. 
The change should then be made gen- 
tly and carefully, nnd special attention 
given to making the bens comfortable 
and contented In their new home. If 
this is done the transfer will hnve only 
a slight effect on their ogg production. 


Give Pullets Good Start, 


Gentle handling and good treatment 


will go a long way toward offsetting 
the unfavorable effects of moving pul- 
lets, whether1 the change to permanent 
winter quarters Is mndo before or after 
winter laying begins, Rapid and rough 
handling should bo avoided, A little 
extra time and cnre in moving pullets 
'carefully makes n difference of weeks, 
nnd sometimes months, in ogg^ produc- 
tion. The new home should be clean, 
tho floor covered with litter, nil nests 
nnd. 
feeding 
nnd water 
equipment

be scattered In the litter and a drink- 
Ing vessel 'filled with water before the 
transfer Is made.

When hens nre to be chnngep from 


one house to another It is best to move 
them after dark. If only a few birds 
nre to be removed and the distance Is 
short, they may be carried two nt a 
time, not by the feet, with their heads 
hanging1 clown, but resting in a sitting 
position on the attendant's hand nnd 
wrist. When a Inrgc number of birds 
are to be transferred a convenient box 
or coop may be used. The birds should 
not be overcrowded and should be 
placed in nncl removed from the box 
gently.

Pullets that were Lntclied enrly last 


spring and developed properly during 
the summer should begin laying in Oc- 
tober. 
These are the pullets that 


should be selected now to make up 
the flock that is to produce eggs next 
winter. Whether they continue to Iny 
next season when eggs are high In 
price depends upon the wny they are 
fed .-and the method of changing them 
from summer conditions to their win- 
ter qunrters. 
At this season these 


nre the -questions that should receive 
the attention of every poultry raiser. 


It is desirable thnt- pullets be in the 


bouses they are to occupy during the 
winter three or four weeks before they 
nre expected to begin laying. 
How- 


ever, if pullets are on good range they 
should not oe deprived of .this, and 
may be removed to their winter quar- 
ters when good range becomes scarce. 
The change should then be made gen- 
tly and carefully, nnd special attention 
given to making the hens comfortable 
"and contented in their new home. If 
this is done the transfer will have only 
a slight effect on their egg production.

HAMMER MEETS COLD IRON 


Cottage Cheese With Fruits. 


At this season of the year when the 


supply of fruits Is nt Us highest and 
large quantities have been made Into 
preserves, the combined use of pre- 
served fruits nnd cottage cheese as a 
food-saving system should not be over- 
looked. 
The United States depart- 


ment of agriculture points out that 
cottnge cheese -with fruit preserves, 
such ns strawberries, figs or cherries 
poured over It, nnd served with bread 
or crackers, makes a most appetizing 
and sustaining dish.

When hens are to be chnngep from 


one house to another it is best to move 
them after dark. If only a few birds 
are to be removed and the distance i 
short, they may be carried, two at a 
time, not by the feet, with their heads 
hanging- down, but resting in a sitting 
position on the,attendant's hand anc 
wrist. When a large number of birds 
are to be transferred a convenient bos 
or coop may be used. The birds shoulc 
not be overcrowded and should be 
placed In and removed from the box 
gently. 


Laying hens should get a great part 


great importance, and should be cure- 
fully considered, for on It depends to 
a inrge extent not only the general 
health of the birds, but also the econ- 
omy which promotes success. It is a 
subject, 
however, which should be 


studied with a large amount of com- 
mon sense, for there ore no hard and 
fast rules which can be laid down as 
applying to every case. The price of 
feeds and the general environment 
should be considered ia determining 
the right rations. 


Profit in Winter Eggs. 


For the largest profit a good propor- 


tion of the eggs should be secured dur- 
ing the winter. If two'extra eggs per 
week can be obtained from each hen 
a good profit will be made, while If 
the product is increased by only one 
egg per week in winter, this one egg 
will pay for all the feed the hen eats. 
To obtain this greater production noj: 
only should the fowls be young and 
of a good laying breed, but the feeder 
should have u. full knowledge of the 
proper feed nnd Its preparation. 


The nutriment In the feed of laying 


hens serves a twofold purpose—to re- 
pair waste and furnish heat to the 
body and to supply the egg-making ma- 
terials. As only the surolus over 
is needed for the body is available for 
ess production, the proper feeds should 
be fed in sufficient quantities to Induce 
this production. 


In supplying feed to fowls there are 


three kinds 
of 
constituents 
which 


should be present in certain fairly 
well fixed proportions if the desired re- 
sults are to be obtained most econom- 
Ically. 
These constituents are min- 


eral, nitrogenous and carbonaceous, all 
of which are contained in corn, wheat, 
oats and. barley, but not in the' right 
proportions to give the greatest egg 
yiel^. 
In addition some animal feed 


and green feed should be supplied.

"Not all of the early-hatched pullets 


will make good winter layers. An early- 
'hatched pullet that is undersize at this 
season will never make a good hen. A 
late-hatched^pullet that is well grown 
nnd developed at the time of selecting 
the birds which are to make up the 
Winter laying flock gives better prom- 
ise than the poorly developed, early- 
hatched pullet. If proper care is given 
It should begin laying in midwinter. 
Don't waste feed .on any except the 
promising pullets. They should have 
pood care and good feed'at all stages. 
It Is Impossible to grow pullets care- 
lessly and on short rations until they 
reach the age when they should be 
full-grown and mature, and then bring 
them forward quickly'by a short course 
of good management. The pullet that 
s worth, keeping- as a layer is'worth 
good care and full rations all the time. 
One that is not considered worth keep- 
ng should be eaten or marketed. Un-

To Insure against the habit of Idleness, provi- 


sion Is being made for tho employment of every 
crippled, soldier at some form of work us soon 
as ho Is able to use-any of Ids faculties. Special 
nnryes, male and female, are being trained as 
"bedside teachers," to give the wounded man a 
start at employing his faculties-before ho Is able 
to leave his cm. The things ho does at first will 
necessarily be trivial In their results, but they 
will bo required duties, gauged to tho man's ca- 
pacity and strength,1 and leading to ids future 
career as a crippled civilian. Thus, the man who 
has lost his right hand will be taught to use his 
loft for the things he was accustomed to do with 
his right; tho stenographer who has lost a hand 
will learn to operate a typewriter with one hand 
—not so dldlcult a feat as It may seem. As the 
cripple becomes a convalescent, able to leave his 
bod,

urged by (he president, which will 
meun net Ion of some kind. Congress 
will not refuse to pass what Is consid- 
ered a necessary war measure. Con- 
gressman Sims of Tennessee, who has 
charge of the water power legislation, 
has Introduced a very drastic bill and 
has put the usual title upon It which 
provides "for national defense and 
greater security during Uie war." 
It 


gives the president authority to take 
over nil kinds of water power plants 
and to utilize such water power a.s 
nifly be deemed necessary for war pur- 
poses. Under this bill nil the water 
power In the country can be, taken over 
by the government, nnd all of the sites 
In the western 
country over which 


there has been so much dispute, be- 
cause the states claimed 
I ho water 


rights, could bo taken by the govern- 
ment nnd utilized, in which case all 
of tho Ideas of the most ultra-conser- 
vntlonlsts would bo carried out. It 
will be quite a serious thing for many 
men in the senate to surrender 
the 


rights of the states in water power, 
but they would have to do It if tho 
1)111 comes up in the form of a war 
measure. 


There ought to be an object lesson 


for tho socialist German sympathizers 
of America In the method which Ger- 
many has adopted of making petty 
Gorman kingdoms of Russian provinces 
that have long been seeking to es- 
tablish a republican form of govern- 
ment. Of course the object is to Ger- 
manize these provinces and bring them 
under the control of the German em- 
pire and make use of them to carry on 
the war against 
republican Institu- 


tions and democracy the world over. 
There can be no doubt about the In- 
tention of!

But In one 
way or another tho money will come 
In, even If there has to be a .'forced 
loan, or the issuing of fiat paper. As 
long as the war lasts there will always 
be money enough to pay for it."

.usefulness of the erippleil soldier Is n psycho- 
Jn^lcnl one, even more than it Is surgical or 
economic. The experience of the French authori- 
ties, who had to denl with a terrific proportion of 
mntih-s lu the llr.st two years of. the. war, wns 
<iishcnrtening. 
[''ewer than IT per' cent of dis- 


abled soldiers expressed n duslre or even' willing- 
ness to Icnrn how to do useful work. A large 
proportion had "lost (heir nerve" at the same 
lime thnt thoy lost, their limbs or their eyesight, 
most of them felt thnt limy luicl done enouglufor 
their country—Hint the nation owed them their 
living without effort. 
Hecnuse facilities for the 


early employment of patients, even nt trivial oc- 
cupations, were lacking in the military hospitals, 
they had acquired the habit of Idleness ' which, 
when once fixed, Is almost Ineradicable. 


The experience of Kraiicu dlftVreil only In fle- 


jrrec- from that of tho other allied nations. To 
avoid » similar experience, and not only give 
every crippled sohlie-r the best possible chance 
to become sclf-siipportini;. but to Insure- that he 
nvulls himself: of the opportunity thus alTonlo.il; 
tiio psychological and economic rehabilitation oC 
i-very American Ineiumeitntfd by his injuries .for 
further military service will begin with nnrl go 
nn 
parallel 
with 
his 
physical 
rehabilitation, 


which, in turn, will 'be n process not merely of 
"patching it|i." but of the actual development to 
their utmost usefulness of till the injured man's 
remaining physical powers. 


The llrst reaction of the man who has lost a 


limb Is utter despair. 
He Is "done for." in his 


own estimation. "Nobody has nny use for n crip- 
ple." Is the way In which nine out of ten express 
It. 
Unless he is a man whose former occupa- 


tion hns been mental, not dependent' upon the 
use of his physical energies, he sees no ray of 
hope for his own future. 
Unless Immediately 


rectified, this state of mind quickly becomes fixed 
:ind nil but Irremediable. 
So the tirst step to- 


ward rehabilitation, which will begin almost ns 
soon as the Injured man comes out from under' 
tho anesthetic. Is what they are terming In the 
surgeon genernl's olllce "cheer-up work." 
By 


every means thnt can lie devised the cripple Is to 
he convinced thnt his case Is not hopeless, that 
ho still has chances of becoming again a useful 


discharge. On the hos- 
pital ship and in the 


Industrial unit—perhaps a better chance than he 
hits ever li/trl before. 


One of the most important means of instilling 


this vitally importune lesson will be through the 
utilization' of "cheer-up men," themselves crip- 
ples, who have lost arms, legs or sight, nnd who 
hnve, nevertheless! made good. 
Plans are com- 


plete for the employment of a large corps of. 
ihi'so "cheer-up workers;" they are being en-, 
listed through the aid of the Reel Cross institute, 
the National Association of Manufacturers, in- - 
stirnnce companies , dealing with Industrial acci- 
dents, and from the' ranks of Canadian and Brit- 
ish soldiers who huve suffered mutilation in this, 
war 
:iiul 
lire 
again 
self-supporting 
civilians.' 


Eventually, unless the war comes to a much, 
earlier termination than Washington is figuring 
on, our own nrmy will provide a supply of "cheer-, 
up men" from the graduates Of the reconstruction 
hospitals. Those workers are .to be attached to 
I In.- base hospitals, the hospital ships that will 
bring the. Incapacitated soldiers buck to America1 
lor treatment, and to the general and special 
hospitills on this side. 


Supplementing the work of the "cheer-up men,'' 


whoso function is to demonstrate both orally and 
visually Unit a cripple is far from useless, will be 
: 


books, pictures, motion pictures, and other ex- 
hibits calculated to inspire the will and stimulate- 
the ambition of the Injured man.' 'In the surgeon 
general's 'office n wonderful book is'being com- 
piled, under' the direction of 'one of 'the most 
famous of American surgeons, in which the life 
stories of hundreds of maimed and crippled men. 
who have overcome' their handicaps are told in 
simple but convincing fashion. 
Profusely illus- 


trnterl, copies of this book will he. available for 
.tin; perusal of. every crippled, soldier In the hos- 
pitals. Motion-picture films showing crippled in«n 
who hnve undergone almost every- conceivable 
form of mutilation, 'performing useful work for 
good pay, with rfncl without the use'of artificial 
members, are being prepared by the Eed Cross 
institute nml elsewhere 
for 
exhibition to the 


maimed soldier as early ns he is able to see them.'
